Claim 28 (Currently Amended) An isolated antimicrobial peptide comprising the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID N0:3, wherein said antimicrobial peptide is contained in a pharmaceutical 
composition formulated for oral administration and wherein said pharmaceutical composition 
includes a pharmaceuticallv acceptable carrier .
